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IN THE NORTHERN CAPITAL |

TE attention of the public is being 
drawn to the Bann Drainage Scheme, 
about, which very little has been heard for 
a a time. Occasionally there is an 
official notification to the effect that the 
work is proceeding satisfactorily. Still 
there is-an uneasy feeling in some quarters 
that a large sum of money is being spent 
for which there will be no adequate return, 
and these fears are finding expression in 
the colunins of the daily Press. 

In fact, people who have. studied the 
question contend that the lands to be 
benefited to the full extent by the expendi- 
ture of £650,000 are merely bogs and 
meadows round the fringes of Lough 
Neagh and Lough Beg, which are much 
more suitable for the raising of agricul- 
tural crops. Probably, however, that is 
an exaggeration, and even if the results 
are not commensurate with the cost, they 
will have the glory of national achieve- 
ment—carrying through a work which 
the Imperial ernment failed to do. 

Complaints are also being made that 
huge sums of money are being poured out 
on this scheme, while, on the other hand, 
the Road Fund has been raided to such an 
extent that works of maintenance and ex- 


pansion have to be restricted. 
NEW INDUSTRY FOR PORTRUSH. 


Portrush, described as the Queen of 
Northern seaside resorts, is also likely to 
become 'the chief of Ulster’s fishery centres 
if the present pros hold g Some 
time ago it was officially stated that the 
“* feeding beds ’’ of fish were slowly moving 
towards the North of Ireland, and last 
year arrangements were made to deal with 
consignments which might be landed in the 
district.. The various carrying companies 
promise to give adequate facilities for 
conveying the fish to its destinations, and 
plans ‘were also prepared for the curing 
of herring in their season. 

The Northern Ministry of Commerce is 
interested in the scheme, and it will re- 
ceive every official encouragement. Dur- 
ing the week-end, trawlers with cargoes 
of: fish of various kinds arrived at Port- 
rush, and these were quickly bought up. 
Hitherto these vessels Sew had to go to 
Fleetwood or Stranraer, and, of course, 
it will be more convenient and profitable 
that they should make their headquarters 
for discharging their catches at this Irish 
harbour. A big rush is expected when 
the herring.season opens in April, but it 
will be:over before the tourist traffic 
begins, although, no doubt, many visitors 
would find an added interest in a tour 
of inspection. 


THE BETTING PROBLEM 


The recent agitation in the Ulster House 
of Commons and elsewhere regarding bet- 
ting in Belfast, and the small fines of 5x. 
imposed on bookmakers, appears to lave 
been successful in its object. Complaints 
were also made that many unpaid justices 
were not attending the courts, and the 
Minister of Home Affairs stated in reply 
that that aspect of the matter was re- 
ceiving the consideration of the Govern- 
ment. 

The custom in betting cases was to im- 
pose fines of £5 or £10, but it will be 
recalled that recently the Bench imposed 
nominal penalties of 5s., and the Resi- 
dent Magistrate declared that this was 
simply ‘bringing the Court into con- 
tempt.”” Furthermore, it abolished a very 
substantial source of income. The social 
reformers were also commenting bitterly 
on the smallness of the fines. 

A change has again come over the 
scene. ‘T’he other day there were sixteen 
justices in the Belfast Custody Court, in 
addition to the Resident Magistrates, and 
forty-four bookmakers paraded _ before 
them and pleaded guilty to using pre- 
mises for the purposes of betting. Within 
ten minutes the cases were disposed of, 
one man being fined £1, and the others 
| £10 apiece by a majority, the total sum 
paid over being £431. 


ULSTER’S ANCIENT HUNTS. 


Ulster is rich in its Hunt Clubs, some 
of which date back to very early times. 
During the week-end the centenary of the 
establishment of the Killultagh, Old 
Rock, and Chichester Harriers, was cele- 
brated. at Lisburn, and the decorations 
in the Hall were reminiscent of genera- 
tions ago. Over three hundred guests 
| were presént; many of whom came from 

the, Free State to honour the occasion. 
The present Master of the Club is Mr. A. 
Willis, who is as well known in the South 
as in the North for his fine racehorses.

DISTRESS IN BELFAST. 


It is stated that there are 15,000 fewer 
unemployed in Ulster than there were a 
year ago, and this seems to indicate in- 
creased prosperity, but it should not be 
forgotten that many people have been re- 
moved from the Labour Exchange registers 
as no longer eligible for benefit. These 
unfortunate ple are in a worse position 
than ever. Public bodies are also chary 
about undertaking relief schemes on roads 
and in other directions, as the Govern- 
ment has indicated that grants are to be 
restricted owing to shortage of funds, and 
the prospects are not very cheering. 
Optimiste opinions are, of course, being 
offered by the authorities, but the turn 
of the tide of prosperity is a long time 
in coming. 

Attention has been drawn to the acute 
distress which prevails amongst the poor 
of Belfast by an appeal made a couple of 
days ago by Major McCormick, D.S.0., 
M.P. He says that many pitiable cases 
have come under his notice, the principal 
sufferers being people not receiving unem- 
ployment benefit and ineligible for outdoor 
relief. Major McCormick has been in- 
strumental in starting an organisation *o 
supply hot meals for families in dire want, 
and he asks the charitably-minded to assist 


him in this work.

I sair IR, the best we have had, in 
the general opinion—was rounded off 
yesterday by recitals of music for two pianos. 
The performers were Ethel Bartlett and Rae 
Robertson, who have made this kind of music 
their own special study for some years past, | 
and have brought rose performance of it | 
to a perfect de of co-operation. ; 
Their grian yesterday afternoon yielded 
a greater amount of general pleasure than 1s 
{ expected in a concert of classical music. It 
was anything but severe. Probably the least 
attractive part of it, to those who look for 
the lighter element in music, was the set of 
Variations by Brahms on a theme by Haydn; 
it is not really difficult music for the hearer, 
but even those who had supposed that it was 
must have found it agreeable enough. For 
many of those present there was interest im 
this two-pianoforte version of the Variations, 
because of the comparison it offered with the 
orchestral version made by Brahms. The 
theme on which the Variations are built is 
sometimes known as the ‘St. Anthony ” 
chorale. 
The Brahms work was preceded by music 
of Couperin and Bach that was written for 
instruments older than the pianoforte. The 
fullness of tone produced by two pianofortes 
gave a welcome sonority to the Sonata. 
All the music ni he umgpo half of the 
rogramme was as deli as it was 
a auaeciaie, Debutey’s R Lindaraja ” 
brought echoes of Spanish guitars and 
mandolines; Bax’s “ Poisoned Fountain ” was 
a simple and pleasing bit of vs me 
music, and the same composer s “' ger” 
was luxuriant decoration of Grieg moté/s. 
The Scherzo from Mendelssohn's “ Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream ” music was as enjoy- 
able in the arrangement for two pianofortes 
as it must ever be in any form that preserves 
the main part of the composer’s spirited sug- 
gestion of fairy revels. Then we heard an 
arrangement which Debussy had made of a 
Schuman Canon, without working any of his 
own mannerism into it.

Since the imposition of the anti-dumping 
duties upon linen imports, and the 10 per 
cent. duty on imported flax -yarns, the far- 
mers have heen putting forward a .claim, 
either for a dnty on foreign flax, or some 
other scheme which would help the Local flaa 
growing industry. Vavrious conferences have 
taken place between the Flax Committee of 
the Ulster Farmers’ Union and the represen- 
tatives of the Flax Spinners’ Association, ‘but 
no practical scheme has emerged. Among 
the suggestions discussed were a tariff upon 
imported flax, a ‘bounty of £3 per aere to 
Irish growers in the month of July, ‘or the 
introduction of a quota system for certain 
contracts, particularly fer linen geods for 
the home market. It also was. suggested 
that a committee of practical growers and re- 
presentatives of the hnen trade be set up 
to tackle the question in all its aspects. 

On the invitation of the Prime Minister 
of Northern ireland a conference was held 
at Stormont Castle this afternoon for the 
purpose of attempting to secure agreement 
on a policy for improving flax growing in 
the Northern area.

Mr. de Valera’s course will be anxious and 
dificult. In the first place, his small 
majority will be a poor barrier against all 
the accidents and arts of politics. In the 
next place, a bargain for power means 
mutual concessions, and, if he is to hold 
the Labour Party's vital support, Mr. de 
Valera must disappoint many thousands of 
his more ardent rank-and-file. Certainly, 
some of his larger and more daring plans 
must be postponed. It is, perhaps, a 
reasonable prediction that the main items 
which Labour will allow him to tackle in 
the coming session will be the abolition 
of the oath of allegiance, the repeal of the | 
Public Safety Act and the repudiation of | 
the land annuities. | 

Here, indeed, is a programme sufficient | 
to bow the stoutest shoulders; but Mr. | 
de Valera has no fears, He thinks that the 
beneficiariés of the repeal of the Public 
Safety Act will use their new freedom 
to create peace and stability, and will 
not be angered by the inevitable check 
to their republican ambitions. He has 
convinced himself that the oath is not 
an essential part of the Treaty, although 
Article 4 of the Treaty begins with these 
words: ‘‘ The oath to be taken by Mem- 
bers of Parliament of the Irish Free 
State shall be in the following form tá 
Mr. de Valera’s optimism assumes the 
British Government's easy compliance in 
the abolition of the oath, and, there- 
fore, of the whole Treaty. He ignores | 
the fact that, by such abolition, the Free 
State would cease to be a Domimon of 
the British Commonwealth, and would 
forfeit the right to tariff preferences. He 
argues that, if England is the Free State s 
best customer, the Free State is 
England’s best customer—forgetting that, 
while England has a hundred customers, 
the Free State has only one. Further- 
more, the significance of Denmark’s 
joyous interest in the Fianna Fáil ,pro- 
yramme is entirely lost upon Mr. de 
Valera. As for the land annuities, he 
blandly refuses to believe that the 
English people, like Buffon’s wicked 
animal, will defend themselves when 
attacked. In effect, Mr. de Valera’s faith 
in England’s generosity, magnanimity and 
powers of self-sacrifice is far greater than 
is @ curious irony of 


our own. It 
politics. 

Mr. de Valera’s education must proceed ; 
the education of popular leaders is an 
essential part of the cost of democratic 
institutions. We are glad that the 
country has refused to be fluttered by 
Fianna Fdil’s victory. Sooner or later 
such a victory was inevitable; for, while 
Mr. Cosgrave and his colleagues have 
done splendid work for the Free State, 
human nature does not tolerate a per- 
manent Government. To-day Mr. de 
Valera ig on the eve of office, and he 
must have a fair chance to redeem his 
promises, which embrace work for all and 
the creation of a self-contained State that 
shall be at once Christian and prosperous. 
We add with pleasure that Mr. de 
Valera’s tone and his newspaper's tone, 
in this hour of their triumph, are beyond 
reproach. Moreover, the country may 
be thankful that the inevitable has 
happened in the best circumstances. Mr.

A Great Fair. 


Yesterday the British Industries Fair 
opened simultaneously in three places— 
at Castle Bromwich in Birmingham and. 
in London. at Olympia and the White 
City. In Birmingham, where the Heavy 
Industries Section is on view the most 
elaborate preparations have been made, 
and some novel exhibits can be seen. For 
the first time a British total-adding, press 
down-key type of cash register and an air- 
gun, which in price and efficiency can com- 
pete with the best German weapon, make 
their appearance. Since more than a 
thousand exhibitors are displaying their 
wares, buyers will find plenty to engage 
their attention. Generally, the highest 
hopes are entertained, and in the words of 
Mr. J. Perey Plant, chairman of the 
Publicity Committee, if the factories which 
are showing the goods can be “ made 
busv,” much will have been done to cure 
the unemployment evil. In London the 
same tale is told. The White City is de- 


furnishes a wider variety. There furni- 
ture, jewellery. glass, pottery, sporting 
requisites and leather goods are but a few 
of the many enticements to purchasers. 
Irish produce is found chiefly at Olympia, 
and we trust that it will secure its fair 
share of orders. One fact, however, 
Ireland 's 
chief competitor, Denmark, has sent a 
deputation of some five hundred business 
men with orders to ‘‘ buy British,” so 
that Britain may reciprocate with a heavy 
consumption of Danish goods. There is 
no suggestion that the Free State is making 
any effort to offer a similar quid pro quo. 
On the contrary, much talk of further 
import tarifis is in the air; and, since all 
trade ultimately follows the line which 
offers the highest return, the Irish farmer

Lady Talbot left Malahide soon after Lord 
Talbot's death. and resided thenceforth at 38 
Buckingham Palace Mansions, in London. and 
at Compton Regis, near Shrivenham, Berk. 
shire. About two years she had a dangerous 
illness, from which she made a wonderful re- 
covery. After that she interested herself m 
the work of the Women's Institute, 
founded a branch at Compton Regis, becom- 
ing it first president. 


AN IRISH TRIBUTE. 

Irish correspondent, writing to 
The Times—Her singular charm and 
dignity, mellowed by a warm human 
sympathy, quickly won for her a place in the 
affections of all with whom she came in 
contact. It was natural to her to adapt her- 
self to the local family traditions, and she was 
always ready to help in any movement for the 
betterment of those among whom she had 
come to live.

In meeting the 
difficulties that inevitably arise in any im- 
portant movement she radiated a spirit of 
harmony and selflessmess that was character- 
istic of her im all the work she undertook. 
The Irish Distressed Ladies’ Fund, homes for 
children and the movement for providing 
district nurses throughont Ireland were also 
among the objects that claimed her interest. 
Nor were these her only public activities. 
Manv a sufferer in the Adelaide Hospital and 
in the Ned ‘Cross hospitals watched for her 
coming, and was comforted by her quiet,

‘* Tt is very likely, however, that in the 
next few years the stud will be disposed 
of. Its position in the Irish Free State 
makes it very difficult for the British 
Government to exerci.: a satisfactory 
jurisdiction over it.” 

The stud, one of the finest in the world, 
was presented by Lord Wavertree, then 
Colonel Hall Walker, to promote the need 
of light horses for the use of the Army. 
The Government paid about fifty thousand 
pounds for the actual yroperty, but the 
magnificent collection of thoroughbred 
sires, brood mazes, yearlings, foals and 
horses in training was a gift. 


BIRTHPLACE OF MINORU. 


It was at Tully that Lord Wavertree 
bred the Tw» Thousand Guineas and 
Derby winner, Minoru. Minoru was 
leased as a yearling to King Edward, and 
it was in His Majesty’s colours that the 
colt won the two classic races in 1909. 
Lord Wavertree also bred there another 
great horse in Prince Palatine, who won 
the St. Leger in 1911, and the Ascot Gold 
Cup in each of the two ret years. 

Under the management of Sir Henry 
Greer, who has been Director since it 
became a Government property, the stud 
has, until recently, prospered well. Durinz 
the period from 1916 to 1929 a profit of 
£118.883 was made. The loss for 1950 
was £701, this being the third deficit since 
the stud was established in 1916. The 
other years were: 1923, loss £3,326, and 
1927. loss £6,816. This makes a total of 
£10,843. Against this were profits aggre 

ating £129,025, the highest amount being 

38,401 in 1926. | 


OTHER WELL-KNOWN 
HORSES. 


Among the well-known horses bred at 
Tully since it has been a national concern 
have been Royal Lancer, Diligence, Bland- 
ford, Warden of the Marches and Endow- 
ment. The policy of Sir Henry Greer has 
been to lease some of the yearlings 
privately, while others were sold at public 
auction. Among those who have leased 
yearlings from the stud are King Gooey, 
Lord Lonsdale and the Aga Khan. 6 
leased horses are returned to the stud at the 
end of their racing careers for further ser- 
vice as stallions and brood mares if they 
are considered to be good enough. It 
was Lord Lonsdale who leased Royal 
Lancer and Diligence. With Royal Lancer 
he won the St. Leger, while Diligence was 
a dead-heater in a notable Great Jubilee 
Handicap. Royal Lancer and a 
are now stallions at the National Stud. 

Both His Majesty and the Aga Khan 
were out of luck in their ventures in 
leasing National Stud yearlings. The Aga 
Khan paid in 1926 £21,000 for two 
yearling colts by Hurry On, out of Ecurie, 
and by Silvern, out of Blanche, respectively.

was given to the Dublin Rotary Club’ 
yesterday by Dr. Andrew Horne. Mr. Kevin 
J. Kenny presided. 

Dr. Horne said that a campaign to reduce4 
the infantile mortality in the country was 
one of the ‘first public 'health undertakings | 
of the Women's National Health Association, 
which was founded in 1907. Early in 1908; 
the Dublin branch of the Association called 
a conference on the subject of infantile 
mortality, which was attended by the Masters 
of maternity hospitals, the doctors of the city 
dispensaries, and many social workers. ‘lhe 
outcome of the conference was that during 
the summer 180 ‘lectures on health, with 
@pecial reference to the means of lessening 
infant mortality, as well as cooking 
demonstrations, were given to mothers and 
older .givls throughout the city area. 
Pasturised milk was s-pplied to delicate 
infants, and a special nurse and doctor were 
always an attendance. 

Then the Dublin branch, for the education 
and help of working class mothers, founded’ 
a Babies’ Club, the object of which was to 
care for the ‘health of expectant and nursing 
mothers, and to care for the health of 
thildren from birth to school age or five years. 
These clubs were established in different 
parts of the city, and in 1926 there were in 
all mine clubs. Each of the clubs. was 
managed by a voluntary committee of ladies, 
who organised the work, and who, up to 
18016, raised the finance necessary. for the 
running of their club. Doctors gave the 
women any advice that was necessary, and 
nurses visited the homes to help the mothers 
‘to carry out ‘that advice. Lectures on mother- 
craft, home nursing, sewing and cooking were 
given ‘by qualified lecturers. Milk foods of 
the purest kind, drugs, etc., were available 
et low cost, or, in necessitous cases, free. 
Infant clothing was supplied and dinners 
were given to expectant mothers. In 1916 
the first school medica! clinic in Ireland was
